McGovern wins one (Daley), loses one (Teamsters)

While Sen. George S. McGovern started his pre-campaign vacation 
m a three-room cabin in South Dakota, Chicago Mayor Richard J. 
Daley came out for him and the Teamsters Union broke precedent to 
endorse President Nixon. 
McGovern flew to his home state Monday to spend two weeks 
resting from the 16 month campaign that brought him the Democratic 
presidential nomination. He settl^ in at a cabin on Sylvan Lake near 
Custer, carefully guarded by a platoon of Secret Service agents and 
state police. 
An aide described McGovern as “bone-tired” and said he would 
remain in virtual seclusion for a time, but McGovern took time out to 
call Daley and thank him for Daley’s promise to back the Democratic 
ticket this year. 


Daley made the announcement in Chicago, declaring that “1 am a 
Democrat” and that he would support all Democrats this year. There 
had been speculation he would not back McGovern after Daley’s 
Chicago delegation was unseated at the McGovern-dominated De­ 
mocratic National Convention. 
McGovern in his conversation with Daley described the gesture as 
“magnanimous,” an aide said, and Daley replied he thought 
McGovern headed a “fine ticket.” 
But there was some bad news for McGovern and his running mate. 
Sen. Thomas Eagleton of Missouri, from the labor front. Frank E. 
Fitzsimmons, president of the 2 million-member Teamsters Union, 
an^unced in California Monday that his union was endorsing Nixon. 
“We cannot and will not endorse the Democratic ticket,” 
Fitzsimmons said. “George McGovern has not earned the support of 
labor.” 


Fitzsimmons and other Teamsters officials emphasized their action 
by calling on Nixon at the Western White House in San Clemente 
Nixon extended his personal thanks. 
The Teamsters described their endorsement as “unprecedented.” 
They supported Hubert H. Humphrey against Nixon in 1968, and four 
years earlier endorsed Lyndon B. Johnson. 
The Teamsters no longer are allied with the AFL-CIO, which has 
called Its executive board into session Wednesday to decide what 
^sition It will take on the campaign. AFL-CIO President George 
Meany battled unsuccessfully to block McGovern’s nomination at Mia­ 
mi Beach. 
The AFL-CIO has threatened to withhold its traditional support 
from the Democratic presidential ticket this year. 
Democrats continued to sound the theme that they face an uphill 
t ight in their attempt to unseat Nixon.

School board approves 
budget, salary increases

The 
school 
board 
yesterday 
approved the district’s publication 
budget, second last leg of the annual 
financial 
exercise, 
and 
with 
it 
additional salary increases made 
possible by a windfall of state 
money. 


A 
public 
hearing 
and 
final 
adoption of the budget has been 
scheduled for a meeting on Aug. 1. 
As it stands now, the budget calls 
for the total expenditures and other 
outgo of $13.2 million up nearly 
$900,000 
above 
the 
preliminary 
budget which was presented some 
weeks ago. 


In a preamble to the publication 
budget. School Supt. Glen Wegner 
explained: 
“ Income 
from 
state 
sources has been increased almost 
$900,000 because of the increased 
school aid in the budget act of 1972 
and 
allowances 
for 
agriculture 
preserves. We have been notified 
that $65,000 will be reimbursed to 
the district in June 1973 from the 
State 
of 
California 
because 
of 
Agriculture Preserves under the 
Williamson Act.” 


At the same time Wegner noted 
that income from local sources had 
been decreased by approximately 
$130,000 because the school board 
rejected a proposal to assess 18 
cents in permissive override taxes 
to 
pay 
for 
mandatory 
teacher 
retirement benefits and classified 
employe unemployment insurance. 
There was also word that federal 
Public Law 87 funds for impacted 
school districts will be reduced by 
about $150,000. 
The additional state monies will 
enable 
the 
district 
to increase 
classified employe salaries by a half 
of one per cent, making the overall 
increase, 3 Vi per cent. 


In line with that action the board 
also granted an additional half per 
cent to the three per cent which had 
previously been offered teachers. As 
it 
stands 
both teachers and 
classified 
school employes will 
receive 3V^ per cent raises. 


Administrators with the exception 
of the top three positions will also 
receive 3W per cent raises. The top 
three 
— 
Wegner 
and 
his two 
assistant superintendents — 
will 


receive a sum of money equivalent 
to 3 ^ per cent of the top teacher 
salary or roughly about $500. 
The 3Vi per cent increase for the 
bulk 
of 
adm inistrators 
was 
questioned 
by 
David 
Manship, 
president 
of 
Lompoc 
Education 
Association. 
He told the school 
board that 70 per cent of the 
administrators 
had 
previously 
received adjustments of from $300 
to $500 and thus would now receive 
something in excess of five per cent 
compared 
to 
the 3V^ per cent 
increase of most teachers. 


During 
the 
brief 
discussion, 
W e^er noted it would have been 
difficult to sort out those who should 
receive the 3Va per cent and those 
who should not.

advisers to go home

ordered home an estimated 20,000 
Russian 
advisers, 
apparently 
breaking ties with the Soviet Union 
that stretched back to 1956. 
The reason for Sadat’s action was 
not completely clear but an official 
announcement was expected later. 
The decision came only three days 
after Premier Aziz Sidky spent only 
one day of a scheduled three-day 
visit to Moscow. 
Sadat asked Russia to bring its 
men home following a two and one- 
half hour meeting with the central 
committee of the Arab Socialist 
Union, Egypt’s only political party. 
Sources said the advisers, which 
included an estimated 200 pilots and 
and unknown number of missile and 
air defense experts, have already 
started leaving. 
(London reports quoted a British 
newspaper today as saying Sidky 
asked for more offensive weapons 
from the Soviets and was rebuffed. 
The expulsion of the advisers was 
the Egyptian reply, it said.) 
A1 Ahram newspaper said two 
days ago that Sidky spent eight 
straight hours with Kremlin leaders 
discussing topics relating to Egypt.

Commission studies 
plan for trees 
around City Hall

The Beautification Commission 
last night reviewed a plan which 
would encircle City Hall with about 
12 stately eucalyptus trees. 
In 
full 
attendance, 
the 
body 
unanimously recommended as their 
first choice Eucalyptus Citradora, a 
lemon-scented 
evergreen 
which 
would attain a maximum height of 
60 feet in six to 12 years. 
As a second choice,the board 
discussed the Italian Alder, which is 
deciduous (sheds its leaves) and 
grows to 75 feet. 
As drafted and recommended by 
Community Development Director, 
A1 Autry, the plan includes four foot 
square sunken tree wells about 35 
feet 
apart 
with 
solid 
masonry 
gratings to allow 
watering and 
ertilization. The trees would front 
the building on Walnut Avenue and 
line it on North I Street. Power lines 
in the area are underground, Autry 
reported. 
“ It’s a very statuesque type of 
tree,” Autry said of the eucalyptus, 
“ 1 
really don’t think 
it 
would 
provide an imbalance.” 
Autry added that a tree of this 
height would break up what he cited 
as a two story monotony in Lompc^ 
trees and buildings. City Hall is 
about 40 feet high. 


The 
tree 
choices 
hinge 
on 
verification that the species will 
survive Lompoc cold snaps. 
Considered by Autry a “pilot 
project” 
to 
guide 
future 
tree 
scaping, the plan will be submitted 
to City Council after more work in 
commission. 
Autry also reported that lavender- 
blooming Trailing African Daisies 
will be planted in the Wye triangular 
area as part of the commission’s 
Wye beautification project as soon 
as sprinkler system parts arrive and 
a system is installed. 
A running time-cost tally of the 
Wye project requested by the Parks 
and Recreation Commission, which 
turned down the Wye plan before the 
City Council approved it, drew fire 
from the commissioners last night. 
Commissioner D. C. Schwark, 
who termed the tally “ridiculous”, 
questioned if it came within that 
c o m m i s s i o n ’s 
c h a r t e r . 
Commissioner

objected to carrying Beautification 
projects 
to 
the 
Parks

approval and Commissioner Dick 
Osmundson called for City Council 
action to clarify the two groups’ 
functions and end what he called 
“constant fighting.”

- Despite warnings that the 
public will be angered if lawmakers quit without reaching 
agreement on school financing and property tax relief, the 
Senate has passed a resolution calling for the legislature to 
recess July 28. 
The resolution was authored by Senate President Pro 
Tern James R Mills. D-San Diego, who said “things don't 
look very promising at this point" for agreement on a 
major reform of school financing 
The proposal was sent to Assembly Monday on a 21-13 
vote. 
Sen. John A Nejedly.R-WalnutCreek, argued the “ image 
on the general public will be disastrous" if the legislature 
leaves the Capitol without acting on the two intertwined 
subjects of property tax relief and school financing. 
But Mills said the voters would be more irritated if the 
legislature stayed in session through the end of the year and 
still did not reach agreement on the two issues. 
However, Mills said if the legislature could pass a school 
finance bill with an extra few days beyond the July 28 
deadline he would be willing to agree to an extension to the 
cut-off resolution. 
The primary property tax relief bill now under considera­ 
tion is a $1.2 billion proposal worked out between Assembly 
Speaker Bob Moretti and Gov Ronald Reagan. 
The compromise measure, which has been received 
coolly by Senate Democrats, will have its first hearing 
before the Senate Revenue and Taxation Committee 
Wednesday. A vote on the bill is expected Friday. 
Republican Senate leader Fred Marler Jr. of Redding 
said he could see no way that the Moretti-Reagan bill could 
clear the legislative gauntlet by July 28. 
Manv lawmakers feel they must pass some form of a 
property tax relief plan to head off the Watson initiative on 
the November ballot that would greatly reduce the use of 
property taxes for support of schools and welfare.

Wage, price control for lumber

LONDON (UPI) — Western European finance ministers 
today rounded out details of an eight-point blueprint for 
reform of the creaking world monetary system 
They 
planned to present it as a joint European 
contribution to worldwide money talks in Washington in 
September 
Britain’s Chancellor of the Exchequer Anthony Barber 
said Monday the blueprint constituted the “ fundamental 
objectives of a new world monetary system rather than 
rigid positions taken up in advance of the Washington 
talks.” 


He stressed that the ministers who agreed on it 
represented countries with a total population of i^5 million 
and 40 per tent of world trade 
Barber presided .Monday at the opening session of a two- 
day meeting of finance ministers from the six present 
Common Market countries and the four which join next 
January—Britain, Ireland, Denmark and Norway 


Barber said the ministers also would review plans for 
economic and monetary union in the Common Market when 
Its membership is increased to 10 in January 
The conference met against the background of a 
threatened new major dollar crisis with continued heavy

The hairbrush bristles with history

NEW YORK—(NFA)—The 
b r i s t l e 
hairbrush 
once 
served a dual purpose. It 
gave the hair a shining, lux­ 
urious look and it added a 
rosy blush when applied by 
parents to the plump poster­ 
iors of petulant progeny. 


But today, with the school 
psychiatrist or just plain per­ 
missiveness in many cases 
replacing 
hairbrush 
disci­ 
pline, all that’s left for the 
bristle brush to do is style 
and vitalize the hair. 
Bristle brushes are cost­ 
lier than synthetic brushes. 
After all, bristle comes from 
a wild boar and nylon from 
a test tube. But bristle lasts 
a long time to begin with and 
since grime and dirt adhere 
to its uneven surfaces 
it 
helps keep the scalp clean 
and 
the 
hair 
shiny. 
The 
brush gets dirty but the hair 
becomes cleaner. And there 
are bristle brushes in many 
shapes for the new short 
hairdos 
that 
one 
brushes 
with the twist of the wrist as 
well as the long, handled 
type for long strokes on long 
hairdos. 


Kent of London 
(brush- 
makers to royalty) has per­ 
haps one of the most roman­ 
tic, nostalgic and historical 
backgrounds of any firm. Its 
wide range of accomplish­ 
ments i n c l u d e s brushes 
made from Lord Nelson’s 
flagship, H.M.S Victory, the 
wood of Waterloo Bridge, 
w o o d e n - h a n d l e d tooth­ 
brushes 
made 
for 
Indian 
troops, brushes for cleaning 
the fuselage of World War I 
planes and barrels of anti­ 
tank guns. America discov­ 
ered Kent brushes over 100 
years ago when they were 
introduced at Caswell-Mas- 
sey, the oldest apothecary in 
the United States, originally 
located in Newport, R.I. The 
New York shop was opened 
on Fifth Avenue and 25th 
Street prior to the Civil War. 


Recently uncovered in the 
old 
apothecary’s 
archives 
are amusing and fascinating 
anecdotes to give us some 
insight into the brush firm’s 
wonderfully nostalgic begin­ 
nings in America. 


Ade Rehan was one of the 
most brilliant comediennes 
the American stage ever pro­ 
duced She gained fame for 


her outstanding performance 
in the “T a m i n g of the 
Shrew,” as well as her long 
list of suitors and admirers. 
One of her most ardent ad­ 
mirers was Butler Daven­ 
port, the famous actor who 
founded the Bramhall The­ 
ater which later became the 
First Free Theater of New 
York in 1923. To adequately 
express 
his 
affection 
for 
Miss Rehan, he had Kent 
make a special white boar 
bristle brush w i t h black 
bristles that spelled out “ I 
love you.” 
In the 
1860s the brush- 
makers designed a special 
Brazilian R o s e w o o d hair 
brush to care for President 
Lincoln’s famous hair. 
Bristle brushes were the 
rage of all the ladies a hun­ 
dred years ago. One socialite 
was not to be outdone when 
she heard that a friend had 
just ordered a brush with 
boar bristles two inches long 
She immediately countered 
with an order for a special 
brush with bristles measur­ 
ing 2lA inches. 
A notable lady of the day 
knew a very elegant gentle­ 
man who used two different 


colognes—one on each side 
of his head. To keep the 
scents in their proper places 
she o r d e r e d Club style 
b r u s h e s — each hand-en­ 
graved for identification pur­ 
poses—right and left 
Ann 
Nichols, 
the 
play­ 
wright who wrote and pro­ 
duced “ Abie’s Irish Rose,” 
was a frequent visitor to Cas- 
well-Massey. 
Wh e n 
Miss 
Nichols wanted to buy the 
Count de Lignemar a special 
gift she thought it would be 
fitting to get him a brush to 
properly cater to his un­ 
usually large (size 9Ms) head. 
Kent made the largest hair­ 
brush ever produced with 
that order. 
Pre-World War I Russian 
peasants 
collected 
super­ 
length bristles for years be­ 
fore the marriage age as 
dowries for their daughters. 
This bristle was so long it 
was also used for stitching 
shoes. 
Like an “ old first family” 
the bristle brush has a back­ 
ground dotted with fascin­ 
ating stories of a grand past. 
And like any other “ good 
stock” it’s still a winner.

The return of the wedgie 


NEW YORK—< NEA »—Re­ 
vival of the hit Broadway 
shows of the 1920s—“No, No, 
Nanette” and “Follies”—has 
ushered in the clothing and 
heavy-look shoe fashions of 
that nostalgic era. 


Thick w e d g i e s of t h e 
“ Roaring Twenties” and the 
bulky platform offshoot of 
the 1940s are making their 
return debuts this spring. 


But they w o u l d n ’t have 
gotten off the ground without 
a lightweight, pl as t i c- l i ke 
material being molded into 
shoe soles. In the ’20s, heavy 
wedgies were the solid real 
thing. “Today the ‘h e a v y 
look' is a fashionable illusion 
created by lightweight poly­ 
urethane that is injection- 
molded into shoe soles to 
s i m u l a t e bark, wood and 
other materials,” explained 
Donald E. Harrington, Good­ 
year Shoe Products general 
manager. 


“ Without durable cellular 
polyurethane for the massive 


inch-high platform shoes with 
chunky four-inch heels, cur­ 
rent freaky fashions would 
h a v e b e e n impractical,” 
Harrington said. 


Polyurethane weighs only 
one-half as much as rubber 
and is only two-thirds the 
weight of leather,” he said. 
“This substantial weight re­ 
duction enables shoe stylists 
to design massive soles and 
heels without burdening feet 
any more than the conven­ 
tional types of soling would 
do. In addition, the urethane 
offers durability and cush­ 
ioned comfort.” 


Italian shoe manufacturers 
first introduced the t h i c k 
urethane - f u l l 
underwedge 
shoes, clogs and unit soles 
with heels so extreme that 
they extended to the ball of 
the foot. 


Injection-molded 
polyure­ 
thane soles are rapidly being 
accepted by the U.S. foot­ 
wear industry and may well 
emerge as the most signifi­ 


cant development in shoe 
b o t t o m s since the wide­ 
spread acceptance of non­ 
leather soling during World 
War II, according to Har­ 
rington. 


“ We have been developing 
polyurethane soling for sev­ 
eral years and expect to be 
come the largest domestic 
supplier now that the U.S. 
shoe market is ready for 
our product,” he stated. 


“ Prior to shoe products our 
company had many years of 
experience 
producing 
ure­ 
thane for auto safety pad­ 
ding and seats,” he added. 


“ Bulky casual and sports 
shoes have been the areas 
of concentration for polyure­ 
thane so far because of its 
light weight and wide latitude 
in meeting rapidly changing 
styles in these areas,” Har­ 
rington reported. 


“Not only can new molds 
be obtained quickly and eco­ 
nomically for the latest fash-

began tossing footballs. 
The National Football Conference 
veteran complained to coaches of 
dizziness and difficulty breathing 
and was rushed to the hospital from 
the Rams camp at Cal State Long 
Beach. 
Doctors say Gabriel can begin 
contact workouts in three weeks, 
but he’s likely to miss most of the 
exhibition 
season, 
including 
the 
Times Charity Game Aug. 4 against 
the Cleveland Browns. 


Hospital officials said the 208- 
pound physically fit quarterback 
suffered a rupture of a small air 
cyst at the top of his right lung and 
nearly 70 per cent of the lung 
collapsed. 
A small incision was made in 
Gabriel’s right side in whiùh a tube 
was placed. 
Doctors were asked how a young, 
healthy 
athlete—also 
a physical 
fitness 
faddist—could 
suffer 
a 
collapsed 
lung 
(spontaneous 
pneumothorax ) while engaging in a 
non-viclent game of catch. 
“It can happen to any normal 
person at any tim e,” said one of 
surgeons who operated on Gabriel. 


A Tarzana, Calif., physician. Dr. 
John Abdun-Nur, concurred, saying 
“A collapsed lung is not uncommon 
among young people. 
“It could be caused by a blow, a 
cough or even choking on food. Or 
in some instances, by even clearing 
your throat,” said Dr. Abdun-Nur. 
“ (But) just because it happens to 
someone once, doesn’t mean that he 
is predisposed to have it happen 
again,” the physician added.

OCEAN FISHING 
Salmon fishing has started to improve. All conditions 
were near perfect, and as we write tnis, we have a report 
from Port San Luis that lim its are alreadv coming in. 
The week's record ending last Friday was 34 boats 
bringing in 75 fish, with the real action starting on 
Saturday. 
Bottom fishing has been good, and the party boats from 
Avila have had all the action they can stand. The Islander is 
taking out full loads of anglers but skipper Jacobsen is 
keeping a wide eye open for the albacore which so far have 
not reached local waters. So far the heavy action has been 
out of San Diego. 
The Ventura — Santa Barbara area reports calico bass 
still holding the center of the stage, with halibut and sand 
bass. Best action is in the area of the channel Islands, 
where a few barracuda have shown up. There has been a 
sprinkling of large black bass, with a few white sea bass in 
the fifty pound class being taken around Santa Cruz Island. 
Bottom fishing also good with som e nice lim its of halibut 
being sacked 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
In spite of low water level, Lake Nacim iento has good 
black bass fishing, and while the fish are sm all, plenty of 
lim its are being taken. Shad type lures seem to be the best, 
with jigs and spinners worked in the shallow water early in 
the morning, accounting for the best angling. 
White bass, although not hitting like they did early in the 
season, are giving good sport for a five lim it of fish, with 
more work required to locate them Fast trolling sm all 
shad type lures have been responsible for the best action. 
Schools are travelling, and can be found in mid-channel as 
easily as near the shore. 
Crappie fishing on the slow side, with best action in 
brushy and wooded areas. The usual white feather jig, the 
old “Go Getter ", is still the favorite lure. When reeled thru 
the water it resem bles a small mosquito fish or minnow 
According to manager Art Price, Catfishermen are 
really in the chips, with “ whiskered’’ fish being taken most 
any place in the lake. The night fisherman is getting the 
largest fish 
The shallow flats are best in the early 
morning. The deep drop offs are the place for the mid-day 
angler getting lim its of sm aller fish. 
At Margarita Lake, bass to four pounds have been caught, 
with some nice catfish. Best fishing here is the early 
mornings, water low and warm. We still like the stretch of 
water from White Oak Flats to Vaca. Lots of deep holes, a 
little hard to get at, but the bass are there. Plenty of sm all 
pan fish for the young anglers off m ost of the floats. 
Lots of fishing pressure at Lopez Lake, with som e large 
rainbows still being caught in very deep water, m ostly 
trolling Some fish taken from the shore, but it takes a long 
cast to get over the weeds. So far the sm all trash fish have 
not been giving much trouble. Maybe the bass and the big 
trout are taking care of them! 
A few large bass have been caught in Laguna Lake, 
working the holes between the weeds. The water is low and 
very weedy. The low water is leaving holes that are full of 
sm all fish’ We are informed that they are sm all bass. It 
might pay the DFG to investigate, and if necessary rem ove 
the small fish. They may be blue gill, which can be spared! 
Ventura County is the only water in the nearby area being 
planted, with Upper Sespe and Reyes Creek getting a load 
of rainbows. 
One fisherman who pulled a 3 ^ pound trout from Pine 
Flats Reservoir with a $5 reward tag, figured he had 
enough reward in catching the monster rainbow, and eating 
it. So he returned the tag with a check to the DFG for $5 to 
help with the planting program. This fish was stocked in the 
reservoir in May 1971 and weighed less than half a pound. 
Biologists say the growth was phenominal, showing that 
there was an abundance of threadfin shad, the rainbow's 
forage food. 
ENDANGERED STICKLEBACK 
Stickleback anglers are warned that the unarmored 
threespme Stickleback is now protected as endangered 
species, and cannot be taken, possessed or sold in the state, 
so anglers are warned about tangling with the three-inch 
“ vicious” fish 
Copies of the 1972-73 hunting regulations in a new easier- 
to-read format, are now available from license agents, 
going into effect last July 1. 
The new regulations chances include. (1) reduction in 
bag lim its for chukars; (2) additional protection for bears; 
(3) shifting of counties to and from the north coast quail 
season (4) additions to spring and fall turkey hunting areas, 
and extension of the spring turkey season; and (5) special 
falconry seasons for pheasants and rabbits. 
The DFG announces it is going to enforce the new 
regulations with regard to collecting from tide pools that 
went into effect four months ago. From now on citations 
will be issued to violators of this law

designed to entertain, but the prime purpose is to exhibit local commercial 
and agricultural products.’’ 
The 1972 Santa Barbara County Fair, with the horse show; midway; 
flower show; continuous stage show; live stock judging; art. handicraft, 
and agricultural exhibits; and concessions; is expected to draw 70,000 
people. A one-gate price pays for all attractions, except for the concessions 
stands. 
Besides Jim and Jayne Callan, other Lompoc citizens are helping to ready 
the fair, now one week away. 
Two of the Santa Barbara County Fair directors come from Lompoc- 
Gaylen Jackson and Walter Holmdahl. 
Harry Phillips, Allan Hancock art teacher, is art director in this year’s 
fair His two assistant directors are Mervin Chang, Cabrillo High School 
drafting teacher, and Bill Powers, a Lompoc artist. 
“The Wizard of Oz ”, the 1972 theme, is being illustrated by Phillips and 
his two assistants. They are now making life-size replicas of the tin man, 
the lion, and the scarecrow, eight of each.

“The Lompoc Summer Playhouse is fulfilling a long 
needed cultural requirement for our Valley,” stated the 
July 5, 1972 Lompoc Valley Chamber of Commerce 
Newsletter. 
Five days later the Lompoc Summer Playhouse (LSP) 
folded. Why? The few attending Lompoc audiences, 
myself included, enjoyed “Plaza Suite”, LSP’s first and 
only production (besides the Children's Theatre of 
“Rumpelstiltskin” ). What happened? 
One reason, producer Dick Stampolis gave before 
leaving Lompoc Thursday is the pretentiousness of many 
people involved in drama. 
“Drama is for the people, not for the highly educated 
minority. But we, in the theater, build up such a 
highfalutin front around the stage that it turns the people 
off,” Stampolis believes. 
Stampolis and I thought of other possible reasons: 
inadequate publicity, community apathy, high prices. 
But a reason that has helped “90 per cent” of the 
professional little theaters to fail is this “highfalutin” 
idea people have about the live theater. 
Drama, like the other arts, is greatly misunderstood. 
For example, think about the Chamber of Commerce’s 
statement that the LSP was “fulfilling a long needed 
cultural requirement” in Lompoc. Unfortunately, we do 
not stop and think that drama really fulfills human 
needs. 
Life is too short, too perplexing, too exciting. Why 
waste time on such an abstract preoccupation as culture 
when you are only just supporting a family in a time of 
outrageously high meat prices. 
“Maybe we should have sold popcorn and told 
everyone to bring a picnic lunch,” Stampolis suggested. 
Drama has existed since the Greek theaters not 
because it fulfilled any cultural requirements; rather 
because it met a variety of human needs through 
entertainment. 
Needs 
that 
included 
excitement, 
emotional 
release, 
exaltation, 
enlightenment 
and 
escape. 


Television and motion pictures, offsprings of the stage, 
meet these same needs daily. However, the stage is 
alive, immediate and personal. These unique qualities 
are missing from TV and movies, as is often the 
shattering emotional impact found in the live theater. 
This is why we should see a live stage performance 
sometime between a TV drama and a new movie. 
Now Lompoc residents have one less opportunity to do 
so. 


Beginning today this column appears every other 
week. After talking to Mrs. Maj-Britt Dias (Lompoc Art 
Association) and A1 Thompson (Lompoc Arts Council), 
“Lompoc Arts” will cover what is happening in the way 
of local arts events, artists, and arts clubs and 
organizations.

Local weddings changing? 


A reporter investigates an apparent social trend 


”1 won t make generalizations 
about weddings based on my ten 
years experience in Lompoc, but I’ll 
say that I have seen a greater 
variety of weddings in Lompoc,” 
Rev. ftichard E. Harris, Valley of 
the 
Flowers

Church

Christ, said early last week on the 
phone. 
All the reporter wanted was some 
remarkable facts to help base an 
interesting and revealing story on 
Lompoc weddings. However, Rev. 
Harris won’t readily comply. He 
stated, carefully: 
"What do you mean by changes? 
Yes. 
some weddings today are 
different, but not most of them Do 
you have time to go to the library 
and see if any research has been 
done in this area No0 Well, talk to 
other ministers in Lompoc and see 
what they have to say Then call me 
back 
All the reporter wanted was facts, 
some remarkable facts. But no 
Rev. Harris, it turned out, had 
spent considerable time in his life 
doing research work. If you intend 
to investigate an apparent social 
trend, 
certain 
procedures 
and 
considerations must be employed... 
Maybe so, Rev Harris, but this is 
journalism and we haven t always 
the time to... 
He was unsympathetic Ok, said 
the reporter, I’ll call vou back 
Betty Laurent, Record society 
editor, 
initiated the story idea, 
mentioning that in the last two years 
weddings 
have 
“changed 
in 
Lompoc, “not a lot but enough to be 
noticeable ’ She said young people 
are writing their own vows, wearing 
“old-fashioned 
wedding dresses, 
designing 
wedding 
rings, 
and 
g en era lly 
re-organizing 
the 
ceremony, with popular music and 
unusual wedding locations. 
The reporter felt Mrs. Laurent’s 
inform ation 
p ossessed 
news 
elements, and she suggested that 
Rev. Harris, to start with, be called 
JEWELERS 
George Robinson, a salesman at 


Plandolfi Jewelers. Santa Barbara, 
stated 
“The 
new 
generation 
is 
getting 
away 
from 
engagement 
rings. 
They 
are 
going 
for 
the 
essential or necessary,” he said. 
Robinson noted this trend about a 
year and a half ago. 
But, 
he 
believes, the “new generation” is 
trying 
to 
stay 
aw ay 
from 
m aterialism , 
which 
diamonds 
represent. 
He is selling more plain wedding 
bands with ornate designs (wheat, 
roses, and scrolls.) 
ANNOUNCEMENTS: ‘‘Carol Ann 
S t e i g l e r 
and 
R o b e r t 
L e e 
Kenningston invite you to share in 
the joy of the beginning of their new 
life together when they exchange 
marriage vows...” 
It didn’t use to be that way, said 
Mary-Ann Zimmerman who works 
at Stateside Office Supplies, 205 W. 
Ocean Ave. where many Lompoc 
wedding 
announcem ents 
are 
printed. Traditionally, parents of 
the girl do the inviting. 
And, 
at 
one 
time, 
wedding 
announcements 
and 
invitations 
came only in white and ivory, not in 
blue, purple, gold, brown, lime, as 
many do today. 
“Formerly announcements were 
traditionally written, every word 
had to be correct Now its more 
i n f o r m a l , ” 
e x pl a ine d 
Mrs. 
Zimmerman 
She personally feels these changes 
are good “ I like to see the kids want 
to change,” she said. “ We don’t care 
what that etiquette book says You 
get it (the announcement) the wav 
you want it,” she said in a confident 
tone, pointing to a book on the table. 
Mrs Zimmerman contributed the 
tradition-breaking ways of young 
people to their desire of “trying to 
get away from what mother and 
grandmother did ” They are a “new 
generation,” she said. 
She noted that some young people 
a re 
m a k i n g 
t h e i r 
o w n 
announcement and invitation cards. 
WEDDING GOWNS. Saleswomen 
in Betty’s Fabrics, 712 North H St­ 


and Bride and Gown Shop, Santa 
Maria, agree that brides today 
aspire to the “country” or “old 
fashioned” look in wedding dresses. 
This look includes a high neck 
line, full or bishop sleeves, and “a 
simple 
skirt 
line 
with 
general 
fullness.” 
“ Does that mean anything to 
you?”, the reporter was asked. “No. 
“Write 
it 
down 
anyhow,” 
she 
advised. 
“Seventy-five per cent of the 
requests are for traditional gowns 
but I can see this trend 
(old- 
fashioned) coming,” said Vivenne 
Sheen of the Bride and Gown. 
She noted that young brides are 
wearing fresh flowers in their hair, 
with or without a veil.

Dresses are the usual white, but 
with pastel color trims. 
Mrs. 
Sheen 
interpreted

MINISTERS, 
PRIEST: 
Rev. 
Robert 
Montgomery, 
The 
F"irst 
United Methodist Church, began by 
admonishing the reporter, “There 
are always changes.” 
He estimated that ten per cent of 
the 
m arriages 
he 
perform s 
nowadays “reflect the changes that 
are all around us.” 
“The young people now want to be 
individuals; not all, but in some 
ceremonies 
this 
uniqueness 
is 
displayed.” 
Vows either written by the bride 
and-or groom or by a Published poet 
which 
the 
couple 
think 
better 
express their feelings toward each 
other 
are 
substituted 
for 
the 
traditional 
ones. 
Also, 
Rev. 
Montgomery noted, a guitar or 
organ is used to play secular music, 
like the theme from “Love Story” 
or 
“Romeo 
and 
Juliet.” 
(The 
reporter thought this getting too 
romantic.) 
Rev. Montgomery surmised that 
more couples would make these 


similar changes if less work was 
involved. 
Minister Virgil Leach, Church 
of Christ, and 
Father Stuart G. 
Fitch, St. Mary’s Episcopal Church, 
have participated in very few such 
new wedding ceremonies. However, 
they said, their churchs have within 
the last few years, dropped “stereo­

Catholic vows no longer say “man 
and wife.” Now its husband and 
wife, getting away from an implied 
roll the woman was supposed to 
play, but not man. 
SOCIAL WORKER: A practicing 
Santa Barbara County social worker 
in Lompoc, William Clarke, was 
asked by the reporter to interpret 
the small but undeniable changes 
happening 
in 
and 
around 
the 
wedding rite. 
Young people, he said, “ want 
something that is meaningful to 
them. They want to lend their own 
personal character to the wedding. 
“They are living in a bigger world 
today than we did for years. Today, 
young people are aware of different 
people and cultures. It is inevitable 
that they would look at these other 
cultures. They no longer hold the 
same alliances their parents do. 
They don’t have the same mystical 
loyalty their parents do to the old 
ways.” 


Clarke concluded that we are in a 
transitional period. He said a phase 
of new traditions are evolving. 


The reporter called Rev. Harris 
again. 
Rev. 
Harris 
said 
his 
“ limited” experiences compared to 
those 
of 
Rev. 
Leach. 
He 
has 
performed weddings, accompanied 
by guitar music, where the couple 
repeated vows of their own creation. 


Later, the reporter remembered 
he talked to everyone except for 
young people of the new generation. 
But this is journalism.........

The Vietnamization of soldier Chi

TRL’C GIANG DISTRICT. 
Vietnam — iNEA) — Alas, 
some people just never get 
the word 
Take Le Ihanh 
Chi He's a platoon leader in 
S o u t h Vietnam's Regional 
Forces iNational Guard) but 
for some reason he has yet 
to get the hang 01 this thing 
called Vietnamization. 
For the first three decades 
of his iiie. the skinny, berry- 
brown Mr Chi was merely 
a humble peasant here in 
the Mekong Delta. He knew 
from nothing about politics. 
Even less about war Mini­ 
mally educated, patch-pock­ 
eted.' his sole concerns on 
earth were a one-chair bar­ 
bershop he ran. a toothless 
wife and an assortment of 
children. 
T h e n , in 1962, national 
dutv called, rather insistent­ 
ly 'Chi was hustled out of 
his routine, in mid-shave so 
to speak, given some hand- 
me-down fatigues, a World 
War II rifle, and told he was 
chosen to help save his po­ 
litical district from the de­ 
struction of communism. 
Who, me? he said. 
At first, soldier Chi did not 
take his new responsibilities 
verv seriously. At second, he 
didn’t either. Nor at third. 
He was assigned to a rag­ 
tag unit near his home, given 
somewhat unimaginative or­ 
ders about defending to the 
death, etc.. but except for 
the uniform, and the sudden 
flush of being part of the his­ 
toric struggle, Chi’s life did 
not change all that much. 
He found military duty to be 
something he could take or 
leave 
So, mostly he left. 
Whenever he could he re­ 
turned to his barbershop to 
carry on as before. 
And why not? The Region­ 
al Forces' then, were a joke. 
Mostly misfits who could not 
qualify for regular a r m y 
status, they were a defense 
force on paper only. Figures 
for the government propa­ 
ganda machine. A means by 
which the leaders could say 
that 259,000, half a million, 
or however many, “ bold pa­ 
triots” were organized under 
arm s to d e f e n d < to the 
death) the nation’s villages 
and hamlets and citizens.

The Coconut Monk 
sits out the war

CON P H U N G ISLAND, 
Vietnam — (NEA) — 1 have 
just visited a very wise man 
and he told me something 
of great importance. 


Nothing. 


I have been to see the Co­ 
conut Monk. The who? The 
Coconut Monk. He lives on 
the edge of this island, in the 
bow of a boat, where he does 
little else but meditate on 
war and pray for peace 


He has not spoken a word 
in two years. 


I asked him why. 


He wrote the answer on a 
piece of paper. “ Because I 
have nothing to say.” He 
smiled. Winked. Waved his 
hand Point taken. 


For years this frail. 60- 
year-old, G a n d h i-like crea­ 
ture risked his freedom and 
his life arguing w i t h his 
countrymen about the im­ 
morality of armed combat. 
For his e f f o r t s , he was 
placed in a mental institu­ 
tion once, arrested a half 
d o z e n limes and jostled 
about during several demon­ 
strations in Saigon 
T h e n 
some months ago, he said 
he had said enough He vows 
now. according to his associ­ 
ates, not to speak again until 
the war in this nation is 
over. 
Yes, he writes, “ it could 
be a long, long time " 
Born Nguyen Thanh Nam 
and nicknamed for his near 
addiction to the m o n k e y 
fruit, the Coconut Monk is a 


unicorn of his race. He can’t 
exist. It does not seem possi­ 
ble that after the war with 
the Japanese, the war with 
the French and now the war 
with brothers and sisters, 
anyone is still around here 
who has stuck his finger into 
so many gun muzzles, over 
so many years, without be­ 
ing blasted to hell. 
Yet. Here he is. Bent with 
arthritis, 
wasted 
down 
to 
about 50 pounds from dietary 
restrictions 
< he eats once 
every 48 hours), and still 
thumbing his nose at the 
martial laws of the land 
Some people think he’s a 
ding-dong, others choose to 
ignore him. But several gov­ 
ernments here have feared 
his contact with the people, 
and the current adm inistra­ 
tion has gone so far as to 
place the man under what 
amounts to house arrest. As­ 
sociates 
say 
the 
Coconut 
Monk is continually watched 
by police. “ He is never al­ 
lowed to leave this island.” 
Actually, the police have 
little worry. Nobody in his 
right mind would want to 
leave this island. Con Phung 
has been set aside by all war 
factions as a kind of Angkor 
Wat of Vietnam. It is a rose 
on the dungpile. 
Q u i e t , 
friendly, naive. Many of the 
1,000 natives live in an in­ 
genious village built entirely 
on stilts. The men are hon­ 
est, the women still modest. 
Loyal 
Vietnamese 
soldiers 
come here for rest and re­ 
laxation. (So, it’s rumored, 
do loyal Viet Cong.) Accord­ 
ing to old timers, there have 
never been shots fired here 


bunker (a friend’s house, a 
mile away) and stayed un­ 
der a bed until it was over.” 
The battle lasted several 
hours. The d i s t r i c t head­ 
quarters was overrun twice. 
Defense, except 
for some 
American advisers, was al­ 
most nonexistent. Nine civil­ 
ians and 18 soldiers lost their 
lives. 
Le Thanh Chi 
has still

The Coconut Monk lives in 
the most delicious segment 
of the island. Surrounded by 
an open air m onastery that 
has become a tourist attrac­ 
tion. Called the Vegetarian 
Hamlet 
by 
outsiders, 
the 
monastery is a striking cre­ 
ation of terrazo walkways, 
rock sculptures and potted 
vegetation. Aesthetically, it 
is a trifle gaudy, but, for 
Vietnam, nice. No dirt. No 
scum. Nary a peddler sell­ 
ing heroin. It is built above 
the w ater on concrete posts 
and may indeed be the only 
place in this land where kids 
don’t foul the floors 
The monk himself spends 
most of his tim e in a fenced- 
off section of a warped wood­ 
en boat. 
He sits crossed- 
legged under a painting of 


Christ and some quotations 
from Buddha (his religion is 
universal; he believes in the 
unification of all faiths). He 
is attended by any number 
of his saffron-robed follow­ 
ers, m any of whom are draft 
dodgers, many of w h o m 
have symbolic prison num ­ 
bers on their backs, many of 
whom h a v e cut off their 
thumbs to escape military 
duty. 
Clap, clap. 
The monk communicates 
with hand slapping. 
Clap for a pencil. Clap for 
a fresh coconut with a straw 
Clap for a yes. Clap for a 
no. Somehow, the followers 
understand anyway. 
The Venerable’s routine is, 
to say the least, stark Most­ 
ly, he just sits and thinks. 
Sometimes he works on the 
design of a “ peace barge 
he is building, a boat which 
he intends to sail to Hanoi 
to promote brotherhood. The 
rest of the time, refusing 
food, d r i n k and worldly 
bothers, he just sits, just 
sits “ Even at night,” an as­ 
sociate said, “ he climbs up 
a tower and then sits there. 
All night long. No one knows 
if he ever sleeps 
But he 
never lies down.” 
And he never speaks 
Except a junior monk told 
me, “ sometimes he cries.” 
Which, I think, says quite 
a lot in this war
